Under a bright sky and a warm 
January sun, Eugene Talmadge 
yesterday was sworn in for his 
third term as Governor of Geor- 
gia. 

The simple ceremony took place 
on a jammed platform erected at 
the Capitol’s Washington street en- 
trance. Notables and nonentities 
jockeyed for position on the plat- 
form, the Capitol lawn and Wash- 
ington street which was roped off 
for the occasion. They filled the 
steps of the buildings across the 
way, sat under the tail of General 
John B. Gordon’s bronze horse and 
clambered over the statues of ex- 
Governor and Mrs. Joe Brown. 
They perched in trees and disput- 
ed with the pigeons for possession 


of the classic portico over the plat- 


form.

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Georgia’s Condition 

It is informative, at a time when the state 
administratiom is changing, to consider the 
present condition of Georgia's government. 
One governor is relinquishing the reins of of- 
fice and another is assuming the burden. One 
is reporting, in his message, on the accom- 
plishments during his term of office, the other 
is outlining his program for the future and 
promising the people better times. 

It is necessary, to gain a true picture, to 
consider both, the report of the outgoing execu- 
tive and the message of the incoming. 

Governor Rivers has seen, during his years 
in the gubernatorial chair, many new services 
inaugurated, as vital cogs in the machine of 
state government. During his term, the idea of 
social security and of provision for the aged, 
the crippled and the orphaned, has become 
a recognized and established idea in state af- 


fairs. 

During his term the state highway patrol 
has been organized. Other new things have 
come. 

Many of the achievements of the Rivers 
regime have been excellent. Others, though 
excellent in concept, have revealed faults in 
administration. There have been, as in most 
administrations, disagreements and disputes. 
But, on the whole, the Rivers term will go into 
history as one which marked definite and 
valuable advances in the science of govern- 
ment in Georgia. 

It is unavoidable that, in the first few years 
of a new governmental service, faults and. 
abuses in administration should be discovered. 
Government is a matter of trial and error and 
no man of reason expects perfect operation 
from the start. 3 

The administration of the social security 
branch of the state government, the welfare 
department, is open to criticism in more than 
Ve all recognize that. Yet it has 
excellent work and has 


one respect. 
done, on the whole, 
laid the foundation for immense good in the 
future. | 

Governor Talmadge sees these faults clear- 
ly. As an outsider he has probably had better 
opportunity to find basis for criticism than 
can the man nearer to the actual operations. 
He promises, in his inaugural address, to cor- 
rect these abuses. It is probable he can do so 
and certainly he attempts the task with the 
good wishes of all the state. 

Governor Talmadge has declared that there 
are too many state employes, that some salaries 
are too high. This, again, is probably true. It is 
to be expected, under the “spoils system” of 
party politics. 

Yet, in actual fact, there is no reason why 
state affairs should not be run on businesslike 
basis, with the same efficiency and capacity 
as private business. If the number of employes 
can be reduced without impairing the quality 
of service rendered, they should be reduced. 
If men or women have been overpaid, salaries 
and wages shouid be placed on a level with 
those paid by private enterprise. 

In all business organizations theré are some 
incompetent workers. In government business 
it is usual for the ratio of incompetents to be 
higher. If Governor Talmadge can weed out 
the incompetents, can get rid of the unneces- 
sary surplus pay rolls and can place capable 
people at proper salaries in charge of the state 
affairs, he will have gone a long way toward 
perfecting the state service which the public 
now expects. 

Governor Talmadge says he can balance the 
state budget, can make a substantial beginning, 
at least, toward wiping out the state deficit 
and promises, unequivocally, that back salaries 
due school teachers shall be paid not later than 
March 1 of this year. 

If he does these things, he will make Geor- 
gia one of the greatest governors in her history. 

He enters office with the goodwill of the 
entire state and with an opportunity for 
creating a greater unity among the people of 


the state than former governors have enjoyed, 
at inauguration, for many years past.

Tit for Tat 


{t was predicted, before the outbreak of the 
present war, that the great development of the 
airplane for war use would merely result in 
destruction of cities for both combatants. One 
would start the bombing of enemy cities, re- 
gardless of military objectives, and the other 
would, perforce, have to retaliate. 

This has, apparently, come true. Or is in 
process of coming true. So far, the RAF has 
claimed it has stuck meticulously to bombing 
of military objectives only in Germany, though 
doubtless many residence sections in German 
cities have been hit. Bombs cannot always 
land on the target intended. 

The incendiary bombing of the city of Lon- 
don was followed by large-scale bombing of 
German “invasion ports” along the channel and 
North sea coasts, with reports of particularly 
devastating and prolonged attack against the 
great German city of Bremen. 

There is, by the very nature of things, no 
way of measuring the comparative damage done 
in the two raids. The news reports we get on 
the German raids come from London and tell 
the story as seen from the ground, by those 
attacked. The reports on RAF raids can come 
only from the raiders themselves. No news is 
permitted to leave Germany. Hence we have 
no way of knowing the real effectiveness of the 
British bombs. 

But that they are effective is certain. Re- 
gardless of denial propaganda, the German 
people are getting large doses of the same 
medicine they so ruthlessly poured upon War- 
saw, Rotterdam and, now, on the British cities. 

This is, perhaps, tragic and it would be 
inhuman to take delight in news of German 
civilians smashed and pounded by bombs. Yet, 
in the larger sense, it is something that, in 
such a war, must happen and the quicker and 
more severe the pounding that Germans get 


| ithe better it is for the cause of Britain, of 


'

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America and of peace. 

Surely the Germans have earned any blows 
which may strike them from the air. They 
have been utterly heartless in their own use 
of the air weapon and it is but retribution that 
they themselves should likewise suffer. 

And, the quicker the RAF can teach to all 
Germany, and Italy, that they are doomed to 
worse pounding than anything they have ad- 
ministered to others, the quicker will come the 
day when Germans themselves will realize what 
a tragedy they have brought upon themselves 
by their blind following of a fanatic, twisted 
mentality which conceives of itself as a world 
conqueror. |

I am reminded of it by 
a story in a recent issue of this 
paper—inspired by the fact that a 
training camp in Louisiana has 
been named for him. 

I’m not an authority on the War 
Between the States. When I was 
a boy I grew so fed up on it I 
wanted to forget it. My mother, 
who went through it as a little 
girl, and a number of her friends 
used to fight the war all over 
whenever they got together. 


If I'd had a gnat’s brains I’d 
have listened, as Margaret Mitch- 
ell did, and absorbed the story and 
written a book. But everybody 
was writing books then about the 
war—and I preferred to. go fish- 
ing. 

But General Leonidas K. Polk 
always interested me because I 
lived in Nashville, Tenn., within a 


block or so of the site where he. 
had lived. They built an apart-| 
ment house on the site.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt today de- 
nounced as untruthful, rotten and 
dastardly” a statement by Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, that the New Deal’s for- 
eign policy, as embraced by the 
lend-lease bill, is to “plow under 
every fourth American boy.” 

Wheeler, leader of senate non- 
interventionists, used the descrip- 
tion in a radio debate Sunday 
night. The President said two or 
three foes of the lend-lease bill 
had employed the expression and 
that he felt it was time to kill the 
slmgan at the start. 
<i regard it as the most untruth- 
ful, as the most dastardly, most 
unpatriotic thing that has ever 
been said,” he declared, his face 
grim and his eyes flashing. “That 
really is the rottenest thing that 
has been said in public life in my 
generation.” 

Approves Exact Quotes. 

He gave correspondents permis- 
sion to quote him directly—a pro- 
cedure used only when he wants 
to add special emphasis to his 
words. 

Wheeler promptly countered 
that “apparently the President has 
lost his temper.” 

“I sincerely hope that my state- 
ment will be proven to be untrue 
and that no American boys will 
be plowed under because of the 
administration’s war-minded for- 
€ign policy,” he said. 

“IT hope his utterances will not 
intimidate other people from ex- 
pressing their honest opinions.” 

The Presidents’ outburst came 
during a general discussion of the 
proposed British aid bill. He re- 


fused to answer a question wheth-_ 


er he would accept a limitation of 
the powers which would be vested 
in him, explaining that if he an- 
swered this inquiry others would 
follow at subsequent press confer- 
ences. He urged that this be 
avoided.
